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Army, Navy Give Screen Tests

ftadents Take 
Screening Tests 

• ONE HUNDRED and twelve 
boys took Army and Navy of- 
ficer screening tests in the Hall 
of Government Friday morning, 
according to Dean Williams 
I Crane Johnstone, In charge of 
the program for the Unlversity- 
Approximalely 75 examinees 
were University students, the re- 
mainder helhg high school sen- 
iors and graduates, as well as army 
and navy enlistees. 

Johnstone said that tests are now 
being scored and results will be 
announced In late April. Approxi- 
mately two-thlrds of the examinees 
designated the Navy as thflr choice 
of service.

War Council , 
To Eliminate 
Competition 

• MEETING TO plan Ways to stim- 
ulate participaUQn In war activities 
on campus, the War Activities 
Council decided last- Wednesday to 
substitute swards for recognition 
of achievement in place of cxtmpe- 
tiion between organizations. 

T^e Council, composed of heads 
of major organizations, decided 
.that recognition of good service was 
''m'ore In keeping with the patriotic 
aspect of the drive and that per- 
sonal and group awards would 
prove as effective as competition. 
The purpose of the drive is to 
ordinate in a single program all 
war work engaged In by recognized 
organizations on campus and to 
prevent duplication of this work. 

Directors for each division of the 
Drive will try out their work dur- 
ing the summer session In prepi^ 
ration for next fall, Paloiez $mlfh, 
ActlvIUes Director of the Student 
Council, announced at the meeting' 
Wednesday. In order to prevent 
these directorships from being used 
as political "plums" In the coming 
Student Council election, members 
of the drive voted that directors be 
chosen by nominations made from 
the floor of the Activities Council. 

A committee appointed by Direc- 
tor Smith, will meet tomorrow to 
decidb which activities to drive for. 
Members of the committee Include 
George Bishop, from the Interfra- 
ternity Council; Tony Pritchard, of 
Cue *n* Curtain; Barbara Hamblin. 
Delta Zeta. and Fred HolcoTnb. En- 
gineer’s C-ouncll. The Activities 
Council decided that only those ac- 
tivities In which all organizations 
could participate would be consid- 
ered. 

Some of the drives suggested 
blood donations, collection of 
watches, clothes and soap for Rus- 
sia, scrap collection, reading for 
the wounded, scrapbooks for hos- 
pitalized troops, and parties for 
servicemen. 

Various problems of the drive 
which the Council still must soM^e 
Include methods of arousing stu- 
dent interest and cooneratlon.. the 
overlapping membership of individ- 
uals in several campus or..^ . j- 
tlons, the appolntrrf'nt of ' *! 
directors, and deciding a basis on 
which outstanding achievement can 
be judged. 

The plan for the achievement 
award* will be somewhat similar to- 
the Red Cross Idea of giving bronze 
and sliver buttons to blood donors. 


Marvin Offars 
University for 
Training Center 

• THE UNIVERSITY formally 
offered its services in the Army 
college training programs when 
President Cloyd H. Marvin and 
Dean William C. Johnstone of 
the Junior College conferred 
with various Army ofifldals last 
week. * 

Army officials were told that 
*‘the University will do all that 
it can In college training plans 
within Its facilities." Dean John- 
stone said. 

The dean believed that no Im- 
mediate answer would be given to 
the University's offer, since the 
whole service contracting program 
is moving much slower than was 
expected. 

Assistance Is already being given 
to Army-Navy programs thiough 
Dean Johnstone’s 'office. w|ilch Is 
called upon from time to time to 
' furnish information such as coU 
lege procedures for entrance. 

'The University Is on the pre^ 
limlnary approved list of the War 
Manpower Commission to offer ba- 
sic Army training, basic and ad- 
vanced engineering .training, pre- 
medical and medical work for the 
forces. '• 

The University's acceptance of 
such training was optlondU Serv- 
ice heads have yet to Jook over 
the data of the University and con- 
sider how well the training needs 
will be met. before making final 
decisions on granting contracts. 

The War Manpower Commission 
has said, "Acttial contracts will be 
let bnly to those institutions whose 
facilities prov^ acceptable -to the 
designated branch of the armed 
services." 

Between 40,000 and 50,000 men in 
the service will be sent to colleges 
and universities under the train- 
ing programs. Training Is sched- 
•uled to begin Immediately. 

Mahy in the programs will be 
recruited from those Who pass the 
Army and Navy screening tests 
given Friday gt the university and 
other schools throughout the coun- 
try. ^ ^

"Since our University Is larger 
than other surrounding colleges, 
the Activities Council expects 
students to reach this goal very 
easily," Director Pst Orr stattd 
Sunday. 

Servicemen have written the 
Camel Cigarette Company, spon- 
sors of the drive, acknowledging 
"deep appreciation" for the clgar- 
ettes sent them because of ouira* 
geoua prices of cigarettea averaeaa. 

Presidents of sororities and fra- 
lernlllea on campus will take charge 
of collecting contrlbullona. Jars 
will be placed In butldlng C. D 
Government, Uw .School, Medicoi 
School and fhe Student club lor 
students fo fjhe contributions. TTie 
War Department will 8Ui>ervl*e tho 
distribution ol cigarettes to tha 
servicemen. 

A represenlRlIve of the Camel 
Company will sell cartons in the 
Student club Thursday and Friday. 
Students will buy clgarc:*ea for 
their own use at the rate of $140 a 
carton, which Is 20 cents higher 
than the regular cut-rate price, 
with the extra money, the Camej 
company will send five, packages of 
cigarettes overseas, credited to th* 
University’s student body. 

Money collected b'* sororities and 
fraternities should be turned In by 
Monday to Director Pat Orr at the 
sorority rooms. 2129 G Street. 

For every five cents contributed, 
the Camel Company will rend a 
package of its cigarettes overseas 
to servicemen.

, the Student Council will helf tend 
sdme" 5,000 fiackages of cigarettes 
overseas. 

Any Greek group that- manages 
to collect 150 will have 1,000 packs 
of cigarettes sent across with Its 
own name attached, rather than 
that of the student body In gen- 
eral. 

Idea for the drive was presented 
to the activities council at a meet- 
ing recently, and all agreed with It. 

The cast of Cue and Curtain 
took up a collection and received 
contributions amounting to $2.60.

• THIS IS A sUtement of policy and a promise. We think the 
plan for organizing war activity among campus groups is, in gen- 
eral, a fine idea, and we will support it and promote it. 

These are secondary reactions, however,. for the first feeling 
is, and probably will continue to be, one of sympathy with Ac- 
tivities Director Palmer Smith, who has a real job on his hands 
to make the thing work. 

Smith is but a recent appointee to the post and he has little 
benefit of past experience. But It is certain that along with other 
things, he did inherit from his predecessor in office. Bob Howard, a 
lot of antagonism from organization heads because of the way the 
survey of activities was conducted. This is going to make things 
harder than they would have been. 

Anyone who has been around school any length of time knows 
that this is the first attempt an activities director has made to 
do anything real since that office was created on the Council. 

The stated aim of the plan is to ‘‘coordinate in a single pro- 
gram all war work engaged in by organized University organiza- 
tions and to prevent duplication of this work.” If this is accom- 
plished, the tangible end will be reached, and another result un- 
consciously brought about: campus organizations, long working 
without regard to one another, will become conscious of their place 
in 4he activities' scene, and a unity of feeling and direction will 
come.^^ 

The first part of the semester, when the survey of campus 
organizations was just starting. The Hatchet, in an editorial, ex- 
pressed the hope that no move such as the suspension of groups 
which did not engage in war activities would take place. The plan 
of the activities director to interest all campus groups in war 
activity but not compel them to enter in, therefore, meets with our 
double-check approval. 

But we do think Director Smith has a job on his hands. 

At first glance, we didn't like the idea of competition in the 
scheme. Are we so un-adult, we wondered, that a prize has to be 
offered before we will work. Can’t college students be appealed 
to on the basis of the intrinsic merit in a plan? Perhaps some 
might accuse us of being cynical, but we came to the conclusion 
that right now activities are Infested with lethargy and Inertia, 
and that probably no course of action— regardless of the end to 
be achieved — would stir them without something tangible being 
offered in return. 

Maybe this is undue pessimism ; we hope so. It is a fact that 
the meeting of activity heads Wednesday was well attended. It is 
also a fact that it was reasonably lively as far as presentation and 
discussion of ideas went. 

The original spark of enthusiasm was, of course, Smith’s. 
He is prepared to work hard on putting this idea across. The 
Hatchet thinks it Is a challenge to all campus groups to get in 
behind him and make the thing go over, for the good of the war 
effort, and of the activities themselves, most of which would be 
better off if they would stir themselves.

• IN CASE THE student body in gpneral doesn't know It politics 
are in the air. .Election of officers for the Student Council is less 
than a month away, and probably by the end of this week or next, 
parties, slates, and platforms will be rather definitely drawn up. 

, It is small wonder, when one realizes how the slates and plat- 
forms do come Into existence that the vote in the Council elections 
has been so small In the past few years. 

It Works like this : campus politicians, sorority and fraternity 
representatives for the most part, start getting together a month 
or so before the date of elections. In basement rooms of' fraternity 
houses they argue and compromise over who should be run for 
what. Qualifications are little considered, but only the question of 
how well known and liked the potential candidates are. Greek 
groups back one another, promising mutual support of candidates, 
and perhaps appointive offices where no "qualified” person can be 
found to run from a certain group. 

The student body in general is kept Ignorant of all these goings 
on, until in a burst of glory, shortly before the time of elections, 
slates are announced and the balleyhoo begins. 

Of dourse, an attempt was made last year to alleviate all this. 
Political parties were declared Illegal, and publicity limited to a 
statement of qualifications of the candidates In The Hatchet. What 
this action accomplished, as everyone knows, was merely to send 
politics under cover; there was a coalition and a counterKX>alition, 
organized in the same old way that political parties always have 
been on campus. 

The so-called Student Government Service plan, whereby only 
persons qualiiled according to certain rigidly prescribed rules are 
permitted to run for Student CpuncII office, has yet to be applied 
to an election, and it remains to be seen whether the elections com- 
mittee will insist that it be enforced. The plea of lack of material 
may be heard, and the whole idea thrown Ipto the nearest ash can. 

During the past week. The Hatchet has gleaned a good bit 
of interesting Information regarding who is dickering with whom 
for what offices. Since we feel that we could not, with a clear 
conscience, urge the student body to vote in an election where they 
knew nothing of the candidates or Issues (if any), we repeat our 
pledge, made in past years, to print all Information as soon as it 
reaches us. Certain parties like to try to pull "fast ones” and for 
such action, publicity regarding back-scratching and logrolling is 
pure poison. 

It has long been our policy not to take sides regarding politics 
in these editorial columns — but what we find out, we will print.
